DR. GOLDSTEIN’S EXPERIMENTS 


Invention of a Missouri Deaf Mute 
Which Conveys Sound Straight 
to the Brain. 


To teach the deaf to hear—surely modern 


science has wrought no greater achievement 
than this. 


The miracle is being accomplished every 
day inour midst. It is done by massaging 
the auditory nerve. 

As the eye of the young ts taught to 
recognize objects by repeatedly placing them 
before it, as the muscles of the athlete are 
developed in elasticity and strength by con- 
stant exercise, so is the impaired and use- 
less auditory @pparatus of the deaf trained 
by a system of aural gymnastics until it be- 
gins to respond to the vibrations of sound 
and in time differentiate them. 

Then is born the sense of hearing, and in 
most instances this means a rebirth of the 
gift of articulate speech. 

Aurists say that there is hardly such a 
thing as total deafness. Experience has 
proven that the auditory nerve that will 


not respond to the vibrations of a tuning 
fork or sound vibrations by bone conduc- 


differentiate the sound of the human voice. 

This is not altogether a new discovery. 
Aurists knew of it a century ago. Its pos- 
sibilities were first fully realized and tested 
by Prot. Urbantschitsch, the great professor 
of the Dea! Mute Hospital in Vienna. 

By systematic aural mnastics extending 
from one to five years succeeded in train- 
ing patients to hear first the simple voice 
sounds, the oral sentences and finally to at- 
tain almost the normal exercise of their 
sense of hearing. 

This may seem almost impossible, but a 
Post-Dispatch reporter saw it demonstrates. 
Dr. Max Goldstein, a local aurist, studied 
under Professor Urbantschitsch and learned 
his system of aural gymnastics. On his

The loss of hearing from birth, or following 
acu diseases in early childhood, is in- 
variably accompanied by the loss of speech, 
These deaf mute children seem prematurely 
aged. Tehir faces are expressionless. They 
neither hear nor utter sound. The vast 
capacity of the human voice for conveying 
ideas and sentiments is shut off from them. 

What little knowledge they have acquired 
through the tedious process of the sign man- 
ual or the wonderful system of lip reading 
has been necessarily slow. These facts do 
not serve to stimulate their stunted facul- 
es. 

Society seems strangely indifferent to the 
doubly unfortunate deaf mute. The blind 
are well cared for, their society is sought, 
their affliction does not debar them from 
social intercourse, but who cares for the 
deaf mute? 

It is only those whose religion has eg 
them abnegation and sacrifice, and men 
science whose religion is the alleviation of 
humanity who have reached out a hand to 
these icted ones.

Ex-President of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change and a Citizen of St. Louis 
for More Than Half 4 Century. 


Jacob C. Ewald, ex-President of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange and a citizen of St. Louis 
for more than half a century, was stricken 
with apoplexy at 5 o’cleock yesterday after- 
noon while marching with the sound money 
parade. 

He had become enraged at a party of 
free silver men Who were standing on the 
steps of the Rev. Irl R. Hicks’ publishing 
house, at Twenty-second and Locust streets, 
While defiantly shaking his clenched fists 
at them and shouting for McKinley, death 
came upon him and he tumbled headlong 
into the gutter. a 

When his horrified friends picked him up 
and bore him away from the noise and tur- 
moil of the densely thronged street, he was 
@ corpse, though few in the excited crowd 
that surged about him understood what 
had happened. 

Mr. Ewald had been on "Change all morn- 
ing as well and busy as ever, and in the 
afternoon joined with the delegation from 
the Merchants“ Exchange and marched in 
the sound money parade. 

A little before 6 o’clock the Merchants’

at Twenty-second and Locust streets and 
was compelled to walt there for quite 
awhile.

Wind-Up of the “Sound Money” Jubi- 
lee Becomes a McKinley 
Love Feast. 


John M. Palmer’s invasion of Missouri 
came to an end in Music Hall last night. In 
his final effort at landing the State in Mark 
Hanna’s column he had the able assistance 
of as many as 500 Republicans, a few of 
whom masquerade as Democrats. Most 
of these were in the parquet, filling up the 
seats down near the footlights and stretch- 
ing away into emptiness near the dress 
circle. There was a sparse fringe of hu- 
manity in the first row of the circle, and 
after that was vacant chairs. 

The audience in the gallery consisted by 
actual count from the stage of twenty 
white folk, four negroes and eight police- 
mon. This was at the commencement of 
the proceedings. Later the policemen and 
half tha white folk went out to look at the 
silver parade, 

The feature of the proceedings was the 
display of verbal gymnastics indulged in by 
the speakers in their efforts to advise their 
auditors to vote for Mark Hanna’s man. 
The strain was a little too great and before 


the meeting was over it was changed into 
a McKimey love feast. 

John McDonald Trimble, the Knocker’s 
Club er as a candidate for Governor, 
started the ball rolling by — his audi- 
ence to scratch Lon Stephens for Filley’s 
man Lewis, and David R. Francis, a mem- 
ber of Mr. Cleveland’s cabinet, wound it 
up by prophesying Bryan’s defeat in the 
country at large and in St. Louis in par- 
ticular by 50,000 majority.

IRISH AND INDIAN FAMIN ES. 


British Officials Coping With Distress 
in Two Great Divisions of 
the Empire. 


— — 


LONDON, Oct. A.— Wheat and currency 
questions are still attracting great attention 
here. The Spectator this week publishes an 
interesting article on the rise in wheat and 
its bearing upon protection and bimetallism. 
In the course of it, it says: f 

“The rise in the price of bread is likely 
soon to lead to unrest in the labor market. 
The present activity in trade gives labor 
organizations a favorable opportunity for 


pressing demands for higher wages; but it 
remains to be seen how far the recent im- 
provement in trade can be maintained, if a 
material rise in wages is insteted on. ere 
are endless poseibi ties of friction, if the 
price of bread becomes a serious question. 

We can only hope that the politicians 
who are coquetting with the various forms 
of protection will learn to 9 * the IX. 
sons that will be expounded dy events, Of 
the price of bread is materially affected dur- 
ing the coming winter. How should we 
fare now if the establishment of an imperial 
zollverein forced us to look to home produc- 
tion and the Canadian surplus to fill our 
own mouths and for the needs of India? 

“From a financial point of view, the rise 
in cereals shows a strong cause for fur- 
— large movements of gold to the Uni 

tates. 

Indian advices show now that whether 
rain falls or not there must be Keen dis- 
tress in the Northwest provinces and in 
Oude, and the Indian overnment must 
be prepared to succor the population by at 
least 40,000,000 of relief operations conducted 
according to the so-called famine code. Or- 
ders have already been given to these offi- 
cials to prepare for an immediate enforce- 
ment of famine measures. 

While famine is threatened in India 
through the drought, the west of Ireland 
is declared to be face to face with famine 
owing to heavy rains which have caused a 
failure of the crops, especially potatoes.

Many of the inhabitants must feel pangs 
of famine before Christmas. The situation 
is compared to that of 1879 when a disas- 
trous harvest led to a revival of political 
disorders in Ireland. However, the tef 
Secretary for Ireland, Mr. Gerald Balfour, 
during his recent tour of the affected dis- 
tricts, secured information which, he says, 
will enable him to cope with the distress

Louisan did not learn much about coursing, 
because Brentwood was a remote and not 
at all attractive spot, and to speak truly 
the votaries of the pastime were selfish. 
They did not court publicity beyond their 
own immediate ranks, and were not in- 
clined to educate the public in the beau- 
ties of the sport, although it needed naught 
but thé seeing to make an enthusiastic, if 
not a finished courser out of the average 
well constituted American. 

Last fall St. Louisans were given their 
first taste of coursing. Prior to that time 
a few illy-managed meets had been con- 
ducted at the Fair Grounds with but poor 
success. In October of 1895 the Kossuth 
Avenue Club ran several rather fishy Sun- 
day meets at the Grand Park on Natural 
Bridge road. While, unfortunately, they 
could not be denominated as successful 
from any coursing standpoint, they de- 
monstrated the entire feasibility of con- 
ducting enclosed coursing at the Fair 
Grounds, and also that the people of St. 
Louis would take to the sport as a young 
greyhound does to its game. 

This encopraged the St. Louis Coursing 
Club which had been running all winter at 
Brentwood, to transfer its big spring stake 
for thirty-two all aged greyhounds from 
Brentwood to the Fair Grounds. 

The meeting was a griater success than 
the most sanguine lover of the sport could 
have dreamed of. The opening days were 
cold and bitter and the attend- 
ance was small, being princi- 
pally made up of what is known to 
the course as sy . The stake opened 
on Friday. On turday the crowd showed 
an encouragi increase of numbers and 
enthusiasm. e stake was finished on 
that day, and on Sunday a consolation stake 
for the dogs beaten in the big event was 
given. This day broke all previous rec- 
ords in the way of attendance, and ap- 
parent thorough appreciation of the sport.

ANN ARBOR AND HARVARD. 


How Missouri Has Struggled for the 
Pennant—Looks to Be 
Playing Foxy. 


Notwithstanding the failure last year to 
make foot ball poular in St. Louis, the ath- 
letic enthusiasts in Missouri have not de- 
spaired. A local league has been formed, 
and several excellent games are scheduled 
for this city. Even the State University 
will visit us again before the season is over, 
and its club hopes to meet a better finan- 
cial return than it did last year. 

There is no reason why St. Louis should 
mot be as good a foot ball town as any. The 
fault is not in the quality of playing to be 
seen here. It is well known, at least among 
patrons of tthe game, that Western foot ball 
is now up to the standard of the East. 
When Ann Arbor, which did not have the 
strong: st team in the West, played Harvard 
last year and allowed them only one touch 
down, the fact was demonstrated that the 
old universities must look upon the newer 
colleges, not as fields for material, but as 


rivals. 

The organization which has probably 
done more than any other to bring about 
this condition is the Interstate League of 
Collegiate Football, consisting of the State 
Universities of Missouri, Kansas, Iowa and 
Nebraska. This league was organized 
Nov. 29, 1891, at a meeting in the parlors 
of the Midland Hotel in Kansas City, and 
was made to include the season just 
closed. By that arrangement Kansas Uni- 
versity, which had won every game ex- 
cept one forfeited to Iowa over a ques- 
tionable decision, recelved the pennant. 

Next year a hard struggle took place. 
Kansas secured her coveted revenge on 
Iowa, but Missouri would probably have 
captured the pennant if she had not re- 
fused to play Nebraska owing to personal 
objections to one of the players. By this 
Kansas, which had already beaten her sis- 
ter State, again secured the prize. 

In 1893 a curious complication resulted. 
Missouri, which at the first of the season 
— been very weak, braced up strongly 
by Thanksgiving day and simply destroyed 
the hitherto successful Jayhawkers. Since 
each club had then lost a game, the pen- 
nant was in doubt; and the council] decided 
that the next game between the two 
schools should decide the question, but 
that if such another case should arise, the 
championship should go to that club 
against which the fewest points had been 
scored. 

Under this ruling, the Thanksgiving day 
game of 1894 really settled two champion- 
ships. Missouri was weak and out of con- 
dition,.consequeptly she lost the game and 
the pennant of 1893. But Nebraska, which 
had already beaten Kansas unmercifully, 
was awarded the prize for 1894. 

Last year, 1895, was the greatest cam- 
paign of the league. Nebraska’s club was 
the stongest that State ever sent out: while 
Missouri and Kansas, the first under the 
direction of Pop“ Bliss of Yale, the second 
under Cowan of Princeton, arrived at a 
degree of efficiency never before attained 
in the West. Missouri lost to Nebraska 
on what she has always claimed to be 
an extremely rank decision of the umpire. 
There seems to be considerable justice in 
her claim. Kansas managed to pull the 
game with Nebraska out of the fire when 
it seemed hopelessly lost. The game, then, 
in Kansas City last Thanksgiving Day was 
invested with a two-fold interest, the fight 
for the pennant and Missouri’s desire for 
vindication. 

The clubs were evenly matched, and the 
spectators saw the best foot ball game 
ever played in the West. Kansas was with- 
in two yards of victory when the referee’s 
whistle blew and saved the day for Mis- 
sourl. But the score was so close, 10 to 6, 
thet under the early ruling of the council, 
the pennant went again to Kansas. 

This year the struggle will be harder than 
ever. Iowa, which in the past has en 
woefully weak, so much so that last year 
she failed to score in any league game, is 
not expected to cut much of a figure. Ne- 
braska has been keeping very still, but her 
recent victory over e shows that she 
may have some kind of a surprise to pre- 
sent to her rivals. Kansas is agian strong, 
but lacks 1 coaching that served 

well last year. 
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ED CUTHBERT’S PERSUASION. 


The Old Ball Player Responsible for 
Interjecting Chris Into 
the Game. 


The sale of Breitenstein put the old base- 
ball crank in a reminiscent mood. He had 
been talking to a group of interested listen- 
ers about the great players St. Louis has 
seen during the past fifteen years. He was 
well qualified to descant on the subject, as he 
nad seen every game played by the profes- 
sional teams in this city since 1880. 

When he got tired recounting’ the great 
plays made by Oscar Walker, McKinnion, 
Gleason, Dunlap, Welch, Denny and a score 
of stars, somebody said: “You have told 
us all about the players. Now, tell us how 
it was that a man like Chris Von der Ahe 
came to break into baseball, a game which 
was altogether foreign to people of his situ- 
ation, nationality and nature.” 

Well.“ said the old rooter, taking a long 


pull at his stein, “it was this way. In the 
spring of 1880 Chris ran a grocery store and 
beer saloon on the corner of St. Louis and 
Grand avenues. Half a block up on Grand 
avenue was the old ball park. There was 
no professional club in St. Louis that season. 
Eddie Cuthbert, the old player who covered 
left field for the old St. Louis Browns in the 
seventies, when they were in the League, 
went to Chris and gave him a scheme to 
make money. All Cuthbert uired was a 
few hundred dollars to gu the rent 
of the park. Cuthbert would organize a 
team and arrange for matches, and Chris 
could realize a handsome profit by the-sale 
of beer during the games. 

“The Dutchman couldn't see anything in 
Cuthbert’s scheme at first, but Ed kept at 
him, and Chris put up the money to start 
Cuthbert. Games were played on thit dia- 
mond near Chris’ saloon—known as Sports- 
man's Park—between. semi-professional 
teams, and attracted large crowds, especial- 
ly on Sunday. St. Louis was then a great 
Sunday town, and on the Sabbath Chris sold 
many kegs of beer. He took no interest in 
the game, but stood over his bartenders, 
watching the dimes and quarters that the 
crowd showered over the bar. As he stood 
at the bar drinking with his friends and 
taking a mental note of every penny that 
passed, the cheers of the fans echoed 
through the grounds, and the Dutchman 
would say, “Hear dem shouding out dere. 
Tree tousand tem fools and one vise man, 
1 dhe vise man is me, me Chris Von der 

er’ 

“Two years later the American Associa- 
tion, with Von der Ahe as one of its powers, 
was organized, and six years later Von der 
Ahe acknowledged that he had cleared 
$200,000 out of baseball. In the fall of 1889, 
Charles Byrne, the President of the Brook- 
lyn club, offered Von der Ahe $100,000 an 
the Brooklyn team to boot, lock, stock an 
barrel, for Comiskey and the famous St.

This is due to the misuse of even 
the cheapest selling races, Of course we 
do see, especially at this time of year, flelds 
of maiden 2-year-olds going to the post that 
contain scarcely a single horse fit to be 
called a race horse, but the selling race, 
properly conducted, would the right 
refuge for the better of the indifferent 3- 
1 if these events were not monopo- 
ized by horses whose entered prices do not 
represent more than a fourth of what they 
Id fetch if offered at public auction.

No 
others can be used. These ballots are large 
sheets of white paper upon which must be 
printed, in separate groups, the tickets of 
various parties, or such tickets as may be 
nominated by electors who in numbers do 
not constitute political parties. 

Four constitutional amendments are to be 
voted on. The character of each amend- 
ment will, under the law, be designated on 
the ballot. The voter, in order to have his 
vote counted upon these amendments, must 
erase, as the case may be, the words yes“ 
or no“ to conform the ballot to the vote he 
desires cast on the proposition voted on. 

On the election day each qualified voter 
shall be entitled to enter the polling place 
and to receive from the judges of election 
one ballot, upon which shall have deen 
placed the initials of two of the judges of 
election, and no other Writing shall be per- 
mitted upon the back of the ballot except 
the number of the ballot. The vater then 
retires to a booth alone, remaining not more 
than five minutes, to prepare his ballot. In 
doing this he should particularly remember 
that HE MUST VOTE ENTIRELY UPON 
ONE OF THE GROUPS OR TICKETS. In 
other words, he must, by drawing one or 


| two lines through them from top to bottom, 


erase all the groups except one, and if he 
desires to vote for other .perapns who are 
in other groups he myst do so by crossing 
out names and substituting others for them 
in writing un ier the erasures—ALL UPON 
ONE OF THE GROUPS OR TICKETS. He 
cannot, for instance, vote for etectors on 
one ticket and State or county officers on 
another ticket. HE MUST DO ALL HIS 
VOTING UPON ONE TICKET, UNDER 
ONE HEAD. If he undertakes to vote for 
some names by leaving them unmarked 
upon one group and other names in a sim- 
lar way. upon another group his ballot 
must under the law be rejected as illegal. 

After preparing his ballot the voter must 
fold the same so that the face thereof shall 
be concealed and so that the initials of the 
judges previously placed upon the back of 
the ballot may be seen. He must then de- 
posit his vote and forthwith leave the polling 
place, a 
Any erasures the voter desires to make 
on the ticket he wishes to vote should 
be by horizontal and not perpendicular lines, 
as the law says—‘“‘a partial erasure of a 
group by lines lengthwise of the. column, 
or in any other manner than by the erasure 
of a name to substitute another to be taken 
as @ rejection of the whole group.“ 

If a voter shall by accident or mistake 
poll his ballot he may return the spoiled 
ballot to che judges of election and receive 
another in place thereof.

BISHOP M’GOVERN’S PLEA. 


He Gives Good Reasons for the Free 
Coinage of Silver. 


The Harrisburg Patriot publishes an in- 
terview with Rt. Rev. Thomas McGovern, 
Bishop of the diocese of Harrisburg, Pa., 


in which he says in part: 

“I am in favor of honest money. Now, 
what I want to know is, what is honest 
money? We now have gold, paper,. bonds 
and promises to pay, and all pass as honest 
money. There is not enough of gold in 
the world to pay its indebtedness. The 
United States Government could not pay 
its indebtedness in gold, because it has not 
got it. She gives us treasury notes or 
bonds, and these are to be paid in honest 
money, one paper usually exchanged for 
another.’’ 

“What about silver?” asked the report- 

er. 
‘Silver is surely as good as paper, and 
50 per cent better. If the Government pays 
her indebtedness in silver she is paying it 
in a better currency than in paper. All 
nations would be bankrupt to-day if they 
were asked to pay this indebtedness in gold. 
Can we not take silver the same as we are 
taking paper, money? Silver will at least 
increase the volume 6f circulation, which ts 
now in our country too UEmited to carry on 
business and makes rates too high. 

„Money, after all, is only a commodity in 
the market,“ added Bishop McGovern, ear- 
nestly. When it is scarce it, rates high; 
when it is abundant it rates low. If we 
increase the circulation by the free coinage 
of silver we are employing a better substi- 
tute than per, because silver has an 
intrinsic value; paper has not. The op-

SMITHS TITLE. 


HOW A WELL-KNOWN NEW YORE 
CHARACTER ACHIEVED FAME. 


ABBEY. AND HIS SINGERS. 


Why the Latter Are Not Grieving 
Much Over His Demise—Gossip 
of the Metropolis. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 29.—Neither Chauncey 
M. Depew or T. C, Platt have had their 
names in the paper more duing the past ten 
years than “Silver Dollar“ Smith. Yet, bar- 
ring the great East side of this city, very 
few know anything about the personality of 
this man, or how he came by his peculiar 
title. He wasn't christened “Silver Dollar,“ 
but Charles. However, it is a question 


whether he himself remembers this fact. A 
thrifty person is this same “Silver Dollar,” 
and he has an excellent eye to the main 
chance. 

He indulges in occasional tally-ho parties, 
clam chowder picnics and the like, and 
while he invariably invites a large crowd to 
attend the festivities and personally de- 
frays the expenses, he is none the loser. 
Past Siders are a grateful people. They 
never forget a kindness, and so the clam 
chowder and the tally-hos that “Silver Dol- 
lar“ casts forth return after many days over 
his bar, and that, too, with accrued interest. 
For he is a saloonkeeper, is this ‘Silver 
Dollar’ Smitk. * 

Ten years ago he was the owner of a 
modest cigar store on the Bowery. But he 
Was possessed of an idea, and that idea was 
to have, if not the most gorgeous, at least 
the most unique saloon in New York City. 
He looked about him and selected a site on 
Essex street, near Grand, Then he signed 
a lease, drew from the bank the savings of 
years, all in silver dollars, and prepared for 
the opening. It occurred on Labor Day, 
1886, and it was then that Charles Smith 
forever relinquished his baptismal name and 
was publicly proclaimed the Silver Dollar.“ 
He had taken 2,800 silver dollars and had 
them imbedded in the flogr of his barroom. 

Men have been quoted as having m y 
to burn, but Smith had it to walk on. 
Thousands visited his place just for that 
purpose, Of coursé, they felt in duty bound | 
to pass a little coin over the bar and in 
the first three days of the saloon’s existence 
the cash register showed $4,000 in receipts, 
while in a twelve-months’ it added ,000 
to the bank account of its ingenious owner. 
Meanwhile, “Silver Dollar“ Smith had gone 
into politics. Nobody, knew how, but he 
was there. Five times the Republicans 
nominated and elected him to the Assem- 
bly. Then he took an independent air and 
ran on a ticket of his own. Again he was 
elected. 

At the expiration of this last term he 
came out as a Democrat and eventually 
entered Tammany Hall. Asa tiger he went 
twice more to Albany, and 1s still active 
in his district.. When the Raines law went 
into effect “Silver Dollar’’ Smith saw his 
business threatened. With rare foresight 
he removed his billiard and pool room from 
the second floor to the rear of the first. 
Then he put in ten rooms, secured a hotel 
license and now as many, if not more, walk 
on his money as of yore. He serves a full 
regular meal for 10 cents, and gives his pa- 
trons almost everything, from soup to nuts. 
In a quiet way “Silver Dollar” Smith is 
about as good an advertiser as was the late 
P. T. Barnum, °

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The manner in which the singers of the 
Metropolitan Opera Company ignored the 
death of Henry E. Abbey, was surprising 
to everybody not familfar with the real con- 
tion of affairs. It has been said that some 
of the most important singers of the com- 
pany were on anything but pleasant terms 
with their manager. Mr. Abbey’s share in 
the artistic control of the company was 
not great, but he asserted his rights as 
manager of the company in a way that was 
by no means acceptable to some:of the 
artists, who believed that their presence in 
the company was so important that they 
should not be subjected to direction or con- 
trol of anybody whatever. 

But Mr. Abbey stood on no ceremony 
when it became a question between him and 
those employed. his offendéd the dignity 
of some of the members in the company, 
particularly one 9f them whose animosity 
to this member of the firm commenced in 
a disagreement of this nature. One of the 
last cases in which Mr. Abbey assertea him- 
self in a dispute with one f his singers hap- 
pened toward the middle of the season last 
winter, when one of the prima donnas 
bearded him in his office and said with 
great emphasis that unless her salary was 
increased 2% per cent she would not remain 
in the company. She threatened to ,break 
her contract if she were not released. Mr. 
Abbey Said that she might cease to sing 
with his company if she wished, but he 
would see to it that she was prevented 
from singtng elsewhere, and that while she 
remained in his company her salary would 
remain what it had been. 


At this stage of the interview the discus. 
sion lost all aspect of business and became 
on the part of the singer violently personal 
in character. As it seemed likely to be pro- 
longed, her manager stepped to the door, 
opened it, and told the prima donna that if 
she were determined to remain there he 
would leave her in sole possession. She de- 
cided that without his presence the office 
would be no better for her than any other, 
So she retired and sang for the rest of the 
season at the figure which her contract 
called for. Mr. Abbey insisted on asserting 
his prerogatives with his employes, even 
when they were most eminent, and that 
habit in itself was enough to make them re- 
gard him with no particular affection. He 
was never known in these cases to submit 
to dictation even when the fortunes of his 
enterprises depended on the good will of his 
performers.

It would also possess the merit 
ee infinitely cheaper and quite as dur- 
able. 

It is thought that the cost of bullding the

The under layer of naviculate would, Mr.

Persons who are expecting a great : 


change in the bicycle trade next season 
will be disappointed. The hicycle business 
may be affected by the conditions of trade 
the same as any other business, but in 
many other respects it be much as it has 
been this year. A few of the wheels that 
have been selling for $100 will be sold for 


less money, and there will be the usual 
number of nondescript wheels sold ,for 
what they will bring. | 

There is not likely, however, to be the 
same number of failures in 1897 that have 
marked 1896. Capital has been scared, and 
it will not be so easy in the future to start 
bicycles factories in in every village and 
hamlet. While some men have grown rich 
in the manufacture of bicycles, the same 
may be said of other articles of general 
use. It requires capital, skill and business 
experience to make, the manufacture . of 
bicycles a success. The same may be said 
of the manufacture of watches, horse Coi- 
lars or pocket knives. 

Nearly all of the score or more of failures 
that have helped to disorganize the bicycle 
business in the gast year have been due to 
A lack of capital. The material that enters 
into the construction of 1,000 wheels costs 
several thousand dollars. The labor re- 
quired to build them costs more. The weekly 
pay roll must be made up of cash, and this 
must be done week after week before a sin- 
gle finished wheel is put on the market. 
After the thousand wheels are finished they 
must be sold, and it will be from thirty to 
ninet¥ days before any cash can be realized 
from them. All this means that the firm 
that tries to build and sell wheels on in- 
sufficient capital is Kable to be forced to 
the wall at any time.

The same may be said of the drop frame 
wheel for women. Being more difficult 


they have been neglected. Next season 
this condition will perhaps be corrected, 
and tandems and ladies’ wheels will re- 
ceive the attention that they deserve. Tan- 
dems and triplets will be in greater de- 
mand in 1897, and this demand will be met.

propounded to him at this season of the 
year by every customer that comes in is

In former years this was a subject on 
which he could dilate to his heart’s con- 


tent (provided the stock on hand and the 
nt season’s mounts was small). But 
this year from a number of causes a differ- 
ent state of affairs exists, for in the great 
majority of cases the difference between 
this and next season’s mounts will be slight 
and the subject is but a meager one to

ne n for the few apparent e es 
is that the bicycle manufacturers, large and 
small alike, guided by the business done 
in 1895, bought lavishly of stock and pre- 
pared for a larger business than ever this 
year, in which all alike were disappointed. 
The consequence was that the smaller man- 
ufacturer, loaded with material for h 
he could not find a market when conve 
into a finished product, went to the wall 
and the stock he had on hand went to 
furnish the 133 stores with the 
$38.88 strictly high-grade: wheels.” Other 
larger manufacturers, better situated fi- 
nancially, limited their output to actual 
orders received and carried their stock of 
material over to bé used in the 1897 models, 
making such changes only as necessitated 
the least waste of material. Another reason 
for the few changes is also on the score of 
economy, for the fewer changes made the 
fewer new tools are necessary and after the 
season of limited profit just passed every 
source of expense is curtailed... Still another 
reason is that bicycle building appears to 
have reached a finality of design in frame 
construction in its present form, for it 1s 
in detail and not in general design that the 
various makes of safeties differ. In fact, 
for the past three or four seasons the ten- 
dency has been towards a common model. 
The same tendency was noticeable in the 
construction of the ordinary just before the 
introduction of the safety and it may be 
that we are on the verge of another depart- 
ure in bicycle construction just as radical 
as was the departure from the ordinary to 
the safety. What it might be, though, is a 
question for the inventor and the manu- 
facturer to answer. 

Among the changes that will be general 
is the use of larger tires, and this of itself 
will cause an increase of width in the tread 
and add somewhat tothe weight. A saving 
can be made in the width of tread by the 
use of D tubing, by the use of which suffi- 
cient clearance can be had for the larger 
tire, and furthermore it is claimed that D 
tubing will stand a greater strain than 
circular tubing of an eighth anch larger 
diameter, thereby giving a sawing in width 
ata point where every sixteenth of an inch 
counts. Five inches will be the average 
tread, but luckily we have passed the 
stage wheré the stress is laid on tread and 
weight that formerly was, and comfort is 
the prime consideration. In sprockets six 
and seven-toothed rear sprockets will 
the exception, and eight and even nine- 
toothed ones will be the rule. The senti- 
ment also appears to be in favor of higher 
gears. .

It is an interesting thing to know that 
4.200 species of plants are gathered and 
used for eommercial purposes in Europe.

There are 
more species of white flowers gathered than 
of any other eolor—1,124. Of these 187 have 
an agreeable scent—an extraordinary large 
proportion.

Red flowers number 823, of which 84 are 
scented. The blue flowers are of 594 varie- 
ties, 34 of which are perfumed, and the 
violet blossoms number 308, 13 of which are 
pleasantiy odoriferous.

Is there any good reason why women 
should be hampered by dress?

HOW THE SITUATION LOOKS aT 
THE PRESENT TIME. 


WHEAT STRONG, UNSETTLED. 


Speculation Holding Off—Corn Very 
Quiet—Flour Rules Dull 
Items of Interest. 


Wheat is a strong position, but specu- 
lation is so unsettled over the coming elec- 
tion that the market has not the strong 
buying to back if up that was such a pow- 
erful influence during the advanee to above 
86c. There has been a 6c advance since last 
Saturday, December selling at 76 yester- 
day, and 82c the bid for May, but the ad- 
vance was attended by numerous set-backs 
and shake-outs that kept the trade. dis- 
turbed. There is not much of a shortage 


out, but neither, probably, ig there any ex- 
tensive long interest. At close of yester- 
day December was 76960 and May 81%c. 

= 


Nearly all.the strength comes from 
abroad. About the strongest domestic con- 
ditions are perspective, which are small 
increases in supplies and a falling off in 
Northwestern receipts. It is elaimed that 
farmers’ deliveries of spri wheat have 
decreased fully 50 per cent, which will short- 
ly show in the arrivals at Minneapolis and 
Duluth. Except that the former market is 
reporting heavy sales of flour for export, 
there is no e cash business just now in 
any of the markets. Europe, while exhib- 
iting great firmness, has not been buying 
extensively on this side. 


European countries are now drawing upon 
their own crops, which are large in most 
the importing countries. Supplies on the 
ocean have increased rapidly and heavily 
through the very large shipments from 
America, the Danubian countries and of 
late from Russia. The fact that Australia 
and India continue to buy in this country 
and in Liverpool has a bulligh effect, but 
the fact of an extremely short crop,in India 
is not yet settled, and the scarcity of sup-, 
plies there has been chiefly due to the fact 
that holders of grain have not been selling. 
Prospects for the Argentine are good, and 
estimations now are for an exportable sur- 
plus of 40,000,000 bushels. .

The local cash market has been a most 
unsatisfattory one. Offerings have been 
rather small, but sellers have not been 
able to dispose of all they had daily for 
sale. City millers wére especially sparing 
in their purchases and took only what 
their immediate requirements demand- 
ed. he principal cause for this was the 
‘difficulty in borrgwing money from the 
banks. Country millers were after supplies, 
but they did not purchase near so freely 
as they did some time ago.

The figures received for the crop 
to date have been the lowest in the his- 
tory of the trade, and the grocers every- 
where, as a rule, e in an ugly mood 
over the outcome, e many who largely 
depended upon the crop for a_ livelihood 
are especially in a bad way financially, 
and will not in the future place so much 
confidence in the vineyard. 


The markets are crowded to death every- 
where with apples. Never were they 80 
cheap and abundant in all the large ci- 
ties. The New York crop alone was suffi- 
cient to supply every market in the country 
at low prices. Hundreds of car loads of 
bulk apples came here from New York and 
Michigan the past four weeks, and the de- 
pots and tracks became big wholesale 
markets where they were sold by the bar- 
rel measure at 60 cents to $1 to all classes 
of buyers. Nearly half the entire receipts 
were thus disposed of without the bar- 
rels, which are quite an expense consid- 
ering the market at present. However, 
after this time most of the offerings will 
come barrelled. The prices $1 to $1.25 does 
not discourage: shipment. 


The commission merchants and game deal- 
ers of this city have been fairly deluged with 
game the past week. Never were the re- 
ceipts of all kinds of game so heavy so early 
in the season. The weather was so warm 
that fednesday, Thursday and Friday’s 
receiptS were nearly all rotten and had to be 
Be ny créating a severe loss for the ship- 

rs and causing no little ill feeling to dis- 
appointed hunters and shippers towards the 
receivers, who were really helpless in the 
premfses. 
> * * n 

Notwithstanding the enormous potato 
yield of last year, which sent prices down in 
all the leading markets to unprecedented 
figures, the crop for 1896 is one of the largest 
on record. The prices of the spuds in many 
of the big trade centers, as well as rural dis- 
tricts, went down to ten cents a bushel last 
spring—at the season of the year when 
usually highest, and it was generally con- 
ceded a such discouraging results would 
lead to a largely reduced acreage this year. 
However, the visible supply is very large 
and high prices are not entertained by the 
most sanguine for any part of the crop be- 
fore the growth of 1897 appears. It is be- 
lieved by many that there will be some for- 
eign demand soon. Germany, it is said, 
will have to import. ‘

the past two weeks.

old quarters on Main street The A. Weir 
Produce Company is also mowne 
same attractive quarters, and so is Pillman 
Bros. and Dacy & Pomsoneau, J. W. and 
W. J. Corcoran abandoned their old stand 
on Fourth street. over two weeks ago, being 
the first to move into the new structures. 
Frank Kroeger has also rented one the 
new buildings and moves to-morrow on- 
day). Thus it will be seen that eight firms 
have already | eight of the eighteen 
new buildings and most of those unsecured 
will doubtless soon be taken up by other 
parties.

Cucumbers, string beans, egg 
plants, gumbo, squash, etc., are among the 
offerings. Tomatoes and other products 
that usually mark the advent of spring 
will appear here from the State next month. 


The game market has been in a deplorable 
condition all week, and the oldest operators 
in thé trade cannot recall three days in suc- 
cession when so much spoiled 3 had 
to be dumped as were carted off Tuesday, 
Wednesday and Thursday. The result has 
been rather disastrous to many shippers 
who were in no position to suffer the sert- 
ous losses arising. Rece‘vers and dealers 
were disgusted with the situation, as they 
made more enemies than friends in the 
country as the outcome of the warm weath- 
er, which caused all the trouble.

NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—The Sun says: 
With only two days intervening before the 


national elections di&cussion of the es 
situation might almost be su nded. 
Everything depends upon the outcome of 
the voting of Tuesday. It is for this reason 
that a feeling of great tension may be noted 
in financial circles. Fortunately the strain 
can not last much longer, and after -Tues- 
day the business of the country will be 
resumed on normal lines, and trade and 


speculation can be conducted without the 
mental reservations and the qualifications 
that now attend every venture. There are 
ample rifts in the cloud of uncertainty to 
enable one to see the glorious prospect of a 
high national prosperity in the foreground. 
This, too, has taken place in the face of 
conditions which as a rule serve as a most 
depressing influence on the stock market. 

The money market has been very stringent 
and its condition has been the center of 
interest this week. Owing to a combination 
of circumstances, but chiefly to the pre- 
vailing uneasiness in regard to the political 
situation, the monéy market has deen grow- 
ing firmer for several weeks, and on Thurs- 
day its condition culminated in a State 
which has usually n ‘associated with 
times of severe panic. The fact that the 
effect upon the values of securities was rel. 
atively slight may reasonably be ascribed 
to the knowledge that the life of the strin- 
gency was known to be limited and to the 
confident political feeling which makes in- 
vestors hold on to securities, the value of 
which they expect to be materially en- 
hanced within a short time. . 

Relief came to the situation through the 
decision of some of the largest banks to 
pool their resources in such a way as to be 
able to supply deserving applicants for the 
accommodation in the money market with 
the funds necessary. Their action was at 
once followed by a sharp recovery in the 
stock market, the advancing tendency of 
which had been held in check only by the 
distressing rates for money on call. 

Of the upward of $60,000,000 gold received 
on the current import movement, only about 
one-half is accounted for in the known 
holdings of the banks and the ry. 
The rest has gone into hoard, along with 
probably hundreds of millions of other 
money. The extent of this prospect cannot 
be approximately éstimated, but an esti- 
mate of it is furnished by bank statements 
received from various parts of the coun- 


try. 
‘Fron some at hand it may be seen that the 
banks themselves are offenders in this 
respect, as many, of them are carry ag 
cash to the extent of their deposits, an 
in a great manv cases reserve ranging from 
50 to 80 per cent. 

By refusing to lend this money the banks 
force business stagnation, and raise discon-

Some of them contain the ashes of de- 
parted greatness—the bones of men wiiose 
trands have helped to sway the dvusiinies 1 
the nation. Others contain the mouldering 
dust of women once renowned for beauyy, 
forms of fauliless symmetry and inimitable 
grace. Others are the resting place of gen- 
jus, while still others contain the la-t rel- 
ics of sturdy characters, who have become 
famous through the work of others. 

None, perhaps, is more interesting than 
that of Thomas H. Benton. 

Many prominent men are buried there, but 
in the public mind none of them was more 
notable than Missouri's great commoner. * 

For thirty years a member of the United 
States Senate, during the most critical and 
momentous period of the nation’s existence, 
he wielded an incalculable influence in pub- 
lic affairs, and his name is not only indis- 
solubly associated and identified with that 
of Missouri, but of the United States as a 
whole. 

A contemporary of Clay, Webster, Cal. 
houn, Seward, Sumner and Douglas, he 
ranked with them in knowledge and power, 


Thomas H. Benton was the father-in-law 
of Gen. John C, ont, but opposed him 
when. the latter was nominated for the Pres- 
idency by the Republican party in 1856. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
state that Thomas H. Benton was a mem- 
ber of the first School Board ever established 
in St. Louls and was its first Secretary. 

Benton was elected to the United States 
‘Senate in 1820, and served continuously until 
1851, when he was gefeated. Afterwards he 
served a term in Congress. He died in St 
Louis April 9, 16686. His public services 
are a matter of national record. 

Not more than a hundred feet away is the 
grave of another distinguished Missourian, 
Frank P. Blair, whose statue adorns the 
Lindell boulevard entrance to Forest Park. 

It is buried in the middle of a circular 
lot, surrounded by an iron fence. The stone 
that marks the spot is set on a small pedes- 
tal, and the whole is severely plain. En- 
graved on the stone, with only a sugges- 
tion of scroll work, is the single name:

‘ THE BAY OF BENGAL. 


The evolution of a community of 10,000 per. 
eons of a most degraded type from a state 
of squalor and vice to that of prosperity 
and wide intelligence has set all Hurope 
talking. The scene of this marvelous prog- 
ress is the Andaman Islands, in the Bay of 
Bengal, England's greatest penal settlement 
for life convicts, 

It has gaken just forty years to bring 
about thé present state of affairs—to make 
over, a8 it were, these criminals from foes 
of law to admirable citizens. When the first 
convicts landed on the island they found a 
primeval forest. In fact, the climate was 
so deadly that sixty years before, when a 
British force under Lord Cornwallis tried 
to establish a settlement there, utter fail- 
ure resulted. * 
The first convict settlement was made in 


1857-58, not long after the Indian mutiny, and 
it seemed at that time if the sentences 
of the convicts wouid short indeed, even 
thougn they were for life. All the condi- 
tions were such as made human existence 
brief, and it seemed a well-nigh impossible 
task to alter them. 

Perseverance, however, will accomplish 
much, and the flourishing state of affairs 
on the islands at present shows what hard 
work, and plenty of it, when engineered by 
capable men, will do. 

The convicts were told when they landed 
that, while they never could leave the 
island, after ten years’ of good behavior 
they would no longer be forced to lead 
the life of prisoners, but could wörk for 
themselves, and the Government would help. 
them. This proved to be the needed im- 
petus, and the result is seen to-day in a 
fertile island settlement covering many 
square miles of gardens, and consistin 
of more than fifty villages of reformed 
criminals. All this beside the convict sta- 
ay and the extensive government build- 
ngs. 

Originally the islands were covered with 
from many of which 
the rarest orchids hung in rich profusion. 
These trees formed the very best timber, 
and timber culture was proved one of the 
most profitable industries to which the 
islanders devoted themselves. 

While the progress of the inhabitants 
of the islands has been very great s nce the 
first decade of settlement, it is only at a 
recent date that the marked evidences of 
prosperity have created such widespread 
wonder.

For rest and recreation no better trip in 
this country can be had than on the great 
Jakes, taking in one or more of those won- 
derful bodies of fresh water. For the 
double purpose of seeing 
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Leap and Sugar

There are two old forts on the islands. The 
oldest, Fort Mackinac, was erected in 1780, 
and its massive stone walls, with block 
houses at the corners, is. almost the first 
object that catches the eyes of the passen- 
gers ag the boats comes up to the pier. For 
many years the United States Government 
had troops stationed here, but none now 
remain, the heavy battlements and the stars 
and stripes floating above being the only 
evidences of past military power. Fort 
Holmes, which was erected in 1812 by the 
British, with the aid of the Americans who 
were pressed into their service, was bullt 
on the highest point of ground on the 
island. It was nothing more than a haatily 
thrown up redoubt, large enough to afford 
protection to a small garrison. The outlines

Part of 
it Was once the headquarters of the Amer- 
ican Fur company, but it is now a modern 
hotel. The island abounds with many other 
fine hotels, while the shores are lined with 
beautiful cottages, the summer homes of 
prominent people from all parts of the 
country. 

Afver leaving Mackinac, the Les Che- 
neaux Islands (The Snows) can be seen to 
the left. There are.about one hundred of 
these and in the waters surrounding them 
there is the finest muskalonge, pike, pick- 
erel, trout and bass fishing to be found 
anywhere. As the boat enters Lake Hu- 
ron the first discomforts of the 11 are 
experienced, many of the passengers being 
compelled to go below because of the rough- 
ness of the stormy Huron, or lose the fine 
fish supper provided on board before leav- 
ing the island. This passes away, how- 
ever, as the steamer enters the Bt. 
Mary's River, so named by Marquette, 
Dabion and the other early French ex- 
plorers in the land of the Ojibways. 

St. Mary’s River, which connects Lakes 
Huron and Superior, ig sixty-two miles long 
an@is made up of a succession of beauti- 
ful, straits and broad lakes. It is almost en- 
tirely shut in by high hills, which rise 
in places from the water’s edge. Several 
hours’ ride through this panorama of nat- 
ure and the old town of Sault Ste. Marie, 
noted for having the largest locks jn the 
world, is reached. Sault Ste. Marie, which 
as a population of 10,000, is built on the 
west bank of the St. Mary's River, directly 
opposite the falls of that name. At this 
point the United States has built a canal 
to enable boats to get around the rapids. 
The first locks were completed in 1 
1855, and were owned by the State of Mich- 
igan, which authorized the construction 
by a bill passed by the State Legislature 
appropriating 780, acres of land to aid 
in the work. In 1881 the United States Gov- 
ernment built a lock 515 feet long and 16 
feet deep, and recently completed another, 
which is the largest in the world. After

tics of Michigan, made in 
their credit in the way of dividends paid 
shareholders, the enormous sum of $68,460,- 

The fifteen different properties which 
contributed this are the alumet and 
Hecla, Atlantic, Central, Cliff, Cooper Falls, 
Franklin, Kearsarge, Minnesota, 
Osceola, Pewabic, Phoenix, Quincy, Ridge 
and Tamarack, all located within a short 
distance of Hancock and Houghton. 

The total product to date, about 859,000 
gross tons, represents a market value in 
New York of about $390,000,000. Hard times 
are not known in this region, the copper 
mines giving employment the year around to 
thousands of people. 

Commissioner Newett said: 


“While much has already been done in 
this coppe: field, there is yet much more to 
be accomplished. Only a small territory 
productive of the metal has been thorough! 
and practically explored and deve 
The length of the copper-bearing formation 
im ‘Mich is fully 130 miles, and fts width 
varies from three to fifteen miles, becoming 
wider as it extends westward. Upon this 
large tract of land the present working 
mines are embraced within an area of thir- 

vare miles, not on of the

umet at the northern.“ 

The largest mine in the vicinity of Hough- 
ton and Hancock is the Quincy, whose 
works can be seen rising hundreds of feet 
above the latter place. It has been produc- 
ing copper for the past forty years and has 
distributed $7,670,000 in dividénds, besides 
which it has credit for a surplus of more 
than $1,000,000, In securing this. amount, 
$29,000,000 has been expended, and this has 
made the mine one of the best equipped of 
this region. 


The following quotation from a speech 
of Graham Pope, made at Houghton, shows 
how this rich region was saved to the United 
States by Benjamin Franklin: 

During the Revolutionary war, Benjamin 
Franklin, None the United States in 
Europe, was high in favor with the French 
Government, and had good opportunities 
to make himself acquainted with the ‘rela- 
cions’ of the early missionaries, who, seek- 
ing the salvation of the souls of the Indian 
inhabitants, had at the same time their eyes 
and ears open to tempo things. These 
‘relacions’ contained statements of minerals 
found on and near the shores of Lake Su- 
perior, particularly copper. So impressed 
was Franklin with the possibilities of this 
region, that he insisted to success that the 
boundary line between the United States 
and Canada should lie north of Isle Royale, 
thereby securing to the United States the 
whole south shore of Lake Superior, and the 
north shore west of Pigeon River.“ 

Ashland, the next stopping place, is one of 
the principal summer resorts of Lake Su- 
perior and the principal 9 point for 
the iron ore from the big mines located a 
few miles back in the Hinterland.“ The 
ore docks in the harbor reresent a huge for- 
tune and the largest vessels of the lakes 
may be seen there every day during the 
time that navigation is en.
